All attendees received free draw ticket, a 45mm 
special commemorate — silk-screened wooden 
token (made from recycled beetle kill pine with a 
child-safe lacquer applied) , a commemorate pen, 
and a 1997 brilliant uncirculated Cdn. penny.

PHILIP BAJUS, BREWER, KINGSTON, ONTARIO

oe that one of the most obscure tokens may have been missed by Canadian collectors if it wasn’t for 
W.R. McColl’s list of 1903? 


In 1794 a lot was laid out in the city of Kingston and five years later John Forsythe filed a claim for the Kingston Brewery 
on this lot, Lot C. John Darley, who operated the Freemason’s Tavern became proprietor of the Kingston Brewery from 
1800 to 1811 when John Robins bought the business. In 1826 Philip Wenz bought the brewery and was the first to 
enlarge it during his 30 years as owner. In 1856 Jacob Bajus, a brewer for Wenz, bought the business and quickly 
added to the existing structure. 


Jacob Bajus’s son Philip was born in 1845. Philip joined the brewery with his father in 1872 and eventually took over as 
owner and propretor of the Kingston Brewery. 


Philip Bajus died in Feb. 1893 two months before his father Jacob who died April 1893. 


An for the Kingston Brewery ca 1881 


This simple token is uniface and made of white metal. The P.B. represent Philip Bajus and the K. is for Kingston. The 
token is 21mm in size. The three letters and the five pointed star are randomly spaced suggesting that the punches 
used resulted in a somewhat ‘homemade’ appearance and not uniform at all with many of the letters showing double 
punching. The star is another clue to the Bajus Brewery as their best selling beer was 12 Star Lager. The token is listed 
by McColl #1230 and by Fred Bowman in Tokens of Ontario as #552-E-A. The token was not known to P.N. Breton or 
Joseph LeRoux when they publish their respective books in 1888 or 1892. American brewering magnate Virgil Brand of 
Chicago, also a well Known numismtist, had an envelope with these tokens inside and a note written on the envelope 
stating 25 PBK Philip Bajus Brewer Kingston / got at brewery. The token was likely made between 1890 and 1892 as 
Philip Bajus died in 1893. The Kingston Brewery became the Bajus Brewery and carried on for another 27 years and a 
was run by Grace Bajus (Philip’s wife) and her brothers Robert and Thomas Stevenson. The brewery closed down in 
1920. Grace Bajus died at the age of 70 in March 1927.

Wide Variety of Tours Planned during the 
2017 RCNA Convention in Boucherville, Quebec 


Numerous tours and social events await conventioneers who plan to attend the 2017 Royal Canadian Numismatic As- 
sociation convention in Boucherville, Quebec during the week of July 18 - 23. There are so many historic sites to see in 
the Montreal and Boucherville area of Quebec. This year is the 350th anniversary of Boucherville, 50th anniversary of 
Host Club L’Association des numismates et des philatelists de Boucherville, 375th anniversary of the City of Montreal 
and 150th anniversary of Canada. The organizing committee hope that you plan to attend the 2017 RCNA convention 
and take part in many of the tours and social events. 


Tuesday, July 18 - City of Montreal Tour: A visit to the Chateau Ramezay Museum, Head Office of the Bank of Montreal 
Museum and Archives and Notre Dame Basilica await you on this tour.
